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Hospital  has  not  been  exempt.  The  reduction  in  the  number 
of  Colliery  Employees  and  the  days  worked  by  them  have 
reduced  the  number  of  Patients  admitted. 


It  is  pleasing  to  observe  that  the  change  of  ownership  of 
the  Great  Western,  Maritime,  and  the  Lewis  Merthyr  Col¬ 
lieries  has  made  little  difference*  in  the  Subscriptions,  and  the 
Board  are  grateful  to*  the  Powell  Duffryn  Steam  Coal  Co., 
Ltd.,  and  their  employees  for  seeing  that  the  Hospital  has 
not  suffered. 


It  is  interesting  to*  observe  the  evolution  that  is  going  on 
in  regard  to  the  income  of  Hospitals.  In  former  days  the 
Voluntary  Hospitals  relied  upon  the  bequests  of  rich  philan¬ 
thropists  and  subscriptions  from  charitably  disposed  persons 
for  their  income.  To-day,  alhough  large  subscriptions  come  in 
here  and  there,  Hospitals,  as  a  whole,  are  dependent  upon  the 
thousands  of  workmen  and  people  in  humble  circumstances 
who  are  giving  their  weekly  pence.  The  penny,  when  it  is 
brought  in  by  thousands,  beats  the  pound  every  time.  The 
Workers’  Collections  last  year  amounted  to  more  than  half  the 
total  amount  received 


The  South  Wales  P’ower  Co.’s  Employees  have  endowed 
a  bed  by  agreeing  to  contribute  by  instalments  the  sum  of  1000 
guineas,  and  the  amount  of  £469  2s.  Id.  has  been  received. 
It  is  anticipated  that  the  balance  will  be  to  hand  within  the 
next  few  years.  A  brass  tablet  has  been  placed  over  one  of 
the  beds  in  the  Llanbradach  Ward,  and  it  wTas  unveiled  by  the 
General  Manager  of  the  Company,  Mr.  J.  W.  Beauchamp,  in 
the  presence  of  several  of  the  Governors  and  their  friends. 


The  annual  effort  of  the  Committee  of  the  Great  Western 
Colliery  Flower  Show  has  been  the  means  of  increasing  their 
contributions  to  £71  towards  an  X-Ray  apparatus  for  the 
Hospital,  which  would  be  of  inestimable  service  to  the 
Patients.  It  is  intended  to  provide,  in  the  proposed  exten¬ 
sion  of  the  buildings,  a,  special  room  for  the  installation.  It 
is  hoped  that  the  Flower  Show  Committee  will  by  that  date 
have  contributed  sufficient  to  pay  for  the  entire  apparatus. 


Our  special  thanks  are  due  to  the  Ladies’  Committees 
who  during  the  year  have  organised  the  tin-foil  collection, 
Alexandra  Rose  Day,  and  the  Annual  Hospital  Ball,  the  pro¬ 
ceeds  of  which  have  been  added  to  the  Building  Extension 

Fund. 
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The  President,  Mirs.  M.  iM,.  Williams,  has  again  given 
practical  evidence  of  her  kind  interest  in  the  Hospital  by  her 
gift  of  two  Wireless  Loud  Speakers. 

The  Private  Ward  for  paying  Patients  has  been  occupied 
during  most  of  the  year,  and  the  receipts  therefrom  are  well 
maintained. 

The  whole  of  the  exterior  and  part  of  the  interior  of  the 
Hospital  Buildings  have  been  painted  during  the  past  year. 

The  shortage  of  accommodation  for  the  Nursing  Staff  has, 
for  the  moment,  been  overcome  by  the  renting  oif  a  room  in  a 
neighbouring  house. 

In  accordance  with  the  Rating  and  V ablation  Act,  1925, 
the  Hospital  has  been  assessed  at  £81  for  local  rates.  This 
is  the  first  time  the  Hospital  has  been  assessed.  Notice  of 
appeal  has  been  given,  and  it  is  hoped  a  substantial  reduction 
will  be  obtained. 

The  Building  Extension  Fund  has  been  increased  during 
the  year  by  the  sum  of  £1,240,  and  the  total  amount  now 
invested  in  British  Government  Securities  is  £12,197. 

It  is  hoped  that  at  an  early  date  steps  will  be  taken  to 
increase  the  accommodation  of  the  Hospital,  more  especially 
in  regard  to  the  provision  of  a  Children’s  Ward,  and  an 
X-Ray  Room,  together  with  increased  accommodation  for  the 

Staff. 

The  Board  have  toi  record  with  deep  regret  the  death  of 
Major  J.  Griffith  Jones,  one  of  the  original  Life  Governors, 
and  Mr.  J.  P.  Charles,  a  Governor  and  Hon.  Treasurer,  whose 
devoted  services  to  the  Institution  have  been  of  considerable 
benefit. 


Dr.  Bi.  James,  Trehafod,  and  Dr.  D.  G.  Williams,  Nant- 
garw,  have  been  appointed  on  the  Medical  Staff  of  the  Hos¬ 
pital. 

The  Board  desire  ,  to  accord  their  appreciation  of  the 
excellent  services  rendered  by  the  Hon.  Medical  Staff,  Matron 
and  the  Nursing  Staff.

to  nominate  and  appoint  for  themselves  respectively  a  Vice- 
President  annually ;  for  every  Twenty  guineas  subscribed 
annually  they  shall  be  entitled  to  nominate  and  appoint  a 
Vice-Presidenjb  during  the  payment  of  such  subscription ;  for 
every  donation  of  Twenty  guineas  they  shall  be  entitled  to 
nominate  and  appoint  a  Governor  annually ;  and  for  a  guinea 
subscribed  annually  they  shall  be  entitled  to  nominate  and 
appoint  a  Governor  during  the  payment  of  such  subscription, 
provided  that  in  no  case  any  Corporate  body  or  Committee  be 
entitled  under  this  Rule  to  nominate  for  themselves  more  than 
five  Vice-Presidents  and  five  Governors. 

Rule  9. — A  donation  may  be  paid  in  two  instalments, 
provided  not  more  than  six  months  elapse  between  the  two 
payments. 

Rule  19. — Subscriptions  are  to  be  considered  duo  on  the 
1st  day  of  January  in  each  year.

Only  eggs.,  fruit,  and  biscuits 
can  be  permitted  to  be  brought  in  for  Patients.  Any  person 
breaking  these  Regulations  will  be  prohibited  from  visiting.
